WESTERN  TELEVISION  SECURES  LARGE  BANK  LOAN  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of 
new  product  by  Western  Television  Corporation  and  is  for  the  expansion  of  distribu¬ 
tion  facilities  of  Motion  Pictures  for  Television,  Inc.  Matthew  Fox,  President  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Western,  also  owns  MPTV.  The  loan,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,525*000,  was  made  by  the  Amusement  Industry  Division  of  Bankers  Trust  Company, NY. 

B0-M0R  PRODUCTIONS  FORMED  IN  HOLLYWOOD  by  Bow  Herbert,  Chicago  theatrical  pro¬ 
ducer  and  Richard  Morley,  who  will  be  executive  producer  of  the  TV  film  firm. 
Herbert,  president  of  Bo-Mor,  has  announced  the  signing  of  Don  Wilson  as  star  and 
commentator  of  a  series  tentatively  entitled  Hollywood  Observatory.

NEWS  DIGEST 


PULSE  EXPERIMENT  ON  ACCURACY  IN  AUDIENCE  MEASUREMENT  COMPLETED.  In  the  NYC 
area,  homes  were  visited  between  noon  and  1pm,  and  at  that  time,  no  questions  were 
asked  regarding  listening  or  viewing.  Instead,  interviewers  explained  they  were 
surveying  makes  and  models  of  various  home  appliances  and  asking  for  permission  to 
check  the  name  and  model  for  themselves.  Homes  in  which  there  was  no  listening  or 
viewing  were  revisited  by  different  interviewers  between  4  and  5PB1  the  same  day,  at 
which  time  listening  or  viewing  was  checked  In  the  manner  normally  used  by  Pulse. 

In  only  ten  out  of  the  352  homes  surveyed  did  people  report  listening  or  viewing 
earlier  in  the  day  when  the  prior  survey  had  shown  that  no  set  was  In  use,  and  it  is 
possible  that  of  these  ten,  some  may  have  been  listening  or  viewing  Just  prior  to 
or  Just  following  the  observational  visit.  The  experiment  shows,  therefore,  that 
non-listeners  and  non-viewers  do  not  over-estimate  their  listening  or  viewing  when 
Interviewed  by  the  Pulse  aided -recall  roster  method. 

CANADIAN  BROADCASTING  COMPANY  TO  CARRY  CBS  &  NBC  TV  PROGRAMS,  having  reached  an 
agreement  last  week  with  the  networks  on  terms.  The  two  CBC  stations,  CBLT,  Toronto 
and  CBFT,  Montreal,  have  been  carrying  some  DuMont  programs.  It  has  been  reported 
that  the  Canadian  company  will  split  its  revenue  from  sponsors  on  a  fifty-fifty 
basis.  Montreal  programs  will  be  seen  via  kinescope  until  such  time  as  a  microwave 
system  is  in  effect.  The  Toronto  station  will  carry  programs  via  a  Buffalo  micro- 
wave  relay. 

NBC  INSTALLS  NEW  TV  MASTER  DESK  AND  CONTROL  ROOM  in  its  New  York  studios,  which 
eire  designed  to  eliminate  the  chance  of  human  error  in  the  operation  of  the  controls 
A  precision  time  clock  automatically  disconnects  circuits  from  a  studio  at  the  end 
of  a  program;  a  pre-set  control  unit  "brain"  automatically  switches  video  and  audio 
into  action  from  one  studio  or  theater  to  another  as  programs  change,  and  an  inter¬ 
ceptor  panel  automatically  cuts  off  a  live  program,  switches  to  film  from  another 
studio,  then  reverts  back  to  the  live  program.  The  new  systems  were  designed  by  A. 
A.  Walsh,  John  Lake  and  Eric  Burglund,  working  under  Chester  A.  Rackey,  manager  of 
the  network’s  audio-video  engineering  department.
